Can law be altered to let Rabin quit? 


There was renewed pressure from 
foe Treasury on foe attorney-general 
early this week not to prosecute Xjea 
Rabin, following the resignation 
speech of her husband, i^emier 
Yitzhak Rabin.

The officers union rejected the 
Hlstadrut bid for a round-table dis- 
cuMictn this morning Involving all 
aides in the dispute. The ratings un- 
ion said there was no reason to par- 
ticipate in the discussion it the of- 
ficers didn’t attend. 

Previously tbe Hlstadrut had con- 
fined its role in foe strike to a threat 
to eiqiel the officers from its ranks. 

However, after the companies and 
the two unions failed to achieve 
reaulta In separate talks that lasted 
all momiiig yesterday, foe HUtsdnit 
offered to sponsor the .round-table 
discussion. The invitation for the dis- 
eussion came from Uriel 
Abrataamowics, head of the 
Histadrut’a Trade Union Depart- 
ment. 

At first, the three parties signified 
Intention of attending the round- 
table talks, raising hopes that the 
Hlstadrut would .come up with a 
compromise formula at least to end 
foe strike. 

But' the complication developed 
when the officers union secretariat 
met (after two of foe four secretaries 
returned from out of town) and voted 
3-0 (with one abstention) to reject 
foe Histadrut Invitation. Secretary 
Adam Chisih said they are willing to 
meet Abrahamowicz personally, but 
not together with foe companies and 
ratings union. “We have no dispute 
with the ratings. If the companies 
have.'foat's their business. Our con- 
flict is with the companies, and we 
shall not let them hide behind foe 
Histadrut's back," he said. 

Chisik reiterated foe union’s in- 
sistence that foe companies execute 
their written agreement on differen- 
tial payments to officers. 

Shiomo Brel, director of the ship- 
ping companies’ association, ex- 
pressed regret at the union's deci- 
sion. The companies say foat foe two 
unions are now disputing the execu- 
tion of foe payment and that they 
should let the Hlstadrut work out a 
compromise between their opposing 
stands. 

Tbe secretary of the ratings union, 
Shiomo Avltal. said that If foe of- 
ficers did not attend foe meeting, 
there was no point tor his union to 
come. However, the ratings will not 
intensify their strike “as long as foe' 
companies do not make differential 


payments to the officers," he said. . 

Thus, foe strike is still confined to 
home ports only. Last night an 
Israeli-manned tanker, which had

More rain, lower tenqxeratises

TEL AVIV. — 'Biere will be snow on 
Mt. Hermon, heavier rainfall in moat 
parts of foe country, and a continued 
drop in temperatures today, with a 
possible carryover into Friday and 
the weekend, the weather forecaster 
at Beit Dagon told The Jerusalem 
Post here yesterday. 

Israel's wettest spot yesterday 
was Haifa, which had 23 mm. of rain 
by noon. The precipitation spread as 
far south as Eilat, which registered 6 
mm. of rain. This was more than it 


had received the entire winter, but it 
was still substantially short of Its 25 
mm. total winter average. 

Temperatures yesterday ranged 
from six to eight degrees below the 
normal temperature for this time of 
the year, averaging 18 degrees in . 
foe coastal plain (maximum) and a 
cool 10-12 degrees (maximumj along 
the central mountain massif. 

The weatherman explained foat 
foe unstable conditions now prevail- 
ing over the Eastern Mediterranean 
were due to a barometric low and an 
extension of foe cold wave that hit 
Europe recently.

RISHON LEZION. — Mayor 
Hawanfa Gfbstein learned yesterday 
that he is just as responsible for the 
dogs of his as he is for the tax- 
payers. 

The mayor learned of his new 
reaponaihllity foUbwfng a citisen’s 
complaint that be was not enforcing 
the law governing the muszUng and 
leasldng. of dogs. The citisen said a 
dog in the city is* known to have 
bitten several persona, but no ci^ of- 
ficial had done anyth^ about it. 

"R’s not municipal businesa. It 
falls within the province of the 
Mhiistry of Health," Gibstein said. 

When the miyor was told that he 
was wrong, he picked np the 
telephone and, smiling broadly, call- 
ed one of his advisers. 

'^wever, after a few minutes of 
conversation be observed, “It seems 
that I made a mistake and I am also 
responsible for the dogs in this 
town." 

Then he told the citisen that he 
would study the laws govendag d<^ 
and would issue sti^et orders to his 
veterinary departinent to enforce 
the muzding and leashiitg laws. 

"Gibstein emphasized t^t he loved 
dogs, bad two of his own, and was in- 
sured against third-party damage by 
the dogs*. .i« . .t . . 

Insurancb la available to dog 
owners to protect them against 
damage their pdbftdAy Inflict on per- ; 
sons or property. However, the in- 
surance is not mandatory. Not many 
dog owners carry It and not many 
persona submit chtims, an Insurance 
company executive s^d. *

WITH THE DUST beginning to settle after the unex- 
pected upheaval in the Labour Party leadership, the 
Alignment's eamp^gn headquarters gets Into gear 
ag^zL today, Yosef Geva, the headquarters chief, an- 
nounced in Tel Aviv. Geva said that the Alignment’s 
new man at the tap. Defence Minister Shimon Peres, 
will start didly speaUng tours as of Sunday. 

Labour a painful- problem with candidates who 
failed to get safe seats in the Aljgaunent list, and 
Transport Minister God Ya’acobl yesterd^ proposed a 
way to alleviate the pressure.

^art from setting a minimum In- 
come for the poor, the Ministerial 
Committee on Social Betterinent had 
not implemented the commission's 
recommendations, Katz charged at 
the Rlcharil (frossman memorial 
seminar on "Achievements and 
Dilemmas in Social Policy" held at 
HeOfa Ubivetsity. 

He declared that “to achieve on In- 
tegrated social policy we need a 
mlnisttf with senior rank who can 
push through a comprehensive ap-' 
proaeh." 


Police Minister Shlomo Hillel 
defended the record of the 
ministerial committee, which he 
heads; but admitted that overall 
planning and coordination are need- 
ed. 

"We need not start from scratch," 
said HUlel. "Many of the tools for 
social action exist In some regards- 
the expectations set by the Katz 
report have been surpassed. But the 
problem of long-term social planning 
has merely been scratched. Inertia 
Is a danger. The Finance Minister 
must become as aware of tbe social 
consequences of -his policies as the 
economic effects," he said. 

National Insurance Institute head 
Rafael Roter claimed that in the four 
years since the Katz commission 
report was published, all its goals in 
the field of Income protection had.j 
been fulfllled. 

Roter said 3S.000 families had been 


saved from poverty during tbe past 
year by means of the guaranteed 
minimum wage. He noted that in 
1969/70 vp to 12 per cent of wage- • 
earners had been IMng in pove^. 
This figure bad now been cut by half, 
Roter said.

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Exchange warns public about stock speculation 

^Shares can fall as easily as they rise’ 
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raL AVIV. — *nie management of the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange yesterday issued a sharp war- 
ning to the public with regard to recent 
speculative activity In shares traded on the ex- 
change. 

The management, while expressing satisfac- 
tion with the widening of Interest In the equity 
market by the public at large, warned "short- 
term investors" that the same shares that have 
risen dramatically recently can fall Just as easi- 
ly. They noted that there are muiy shares whose 
prices bear little relationship to their net asset 
value or profitability. 

Furthermore, the notice regretted that at pre- 
sent there are no licensing regulations covering 
Investment advisers. This leaves the field wide 
open for anyone wishing to adopt the title of in- 
vestment adviser. 

It was also pointed out that there are many 
shares that are beld in relatively fow bands and 
even a small demand can force their price up 
quickly. By the same token, small otters of sale 
will push their prices down rapidly. The manage^ 
ment la currently studying ways and means of 
Improvii^ the tradabiUty aspect of those shares 
whose float Is very small, it was reported. 

The boom In shares, which began in July 1976, 
has produced some spectacular price action. 
Jordan Exploration, a company active in oil ex-

plcratlon. was trading six months ago at ILS .os a 
share. T^ days ago, fuelled by rumours of a 
major off-shore oil strike In the Gulf of Sues, the 
shares reached an ^-time high of ZLdS — an In- 
crease of more than seven times, fii the same 
period. Pas Investments, which does no oil ex- 
ploration but la generally associated with the oil 
' field, doubled in price. 

There also was the spectacle this week of a 
share-option Jump by more than 600 points in one 
session. TTie news of easy profits has spread 
rapidly and new faces are seen at the Investment 
departments of the banks. Many of these 
neophytes have little experience In Investing, not 
to mention speculating. They will not heed the 
suggestion of the advisers to Invest in solid 
issues like those of the major banks. Their 
preference runs to the speculative shares with 
the hope that the next day someone wUl buy their 
shares at a higher price. 

Activity on the exchange has become so In- 
tense that the variable sector of tr6ullnghad to be 
suspended until further notice. It was explained 
that, due to the lateness of the closing, the public 
was not given a chance to place their orders for 



the next day. The management of the exchange 
denied that the step was taken to cut down the 
volume of trading. Neverthrieas, In the past 
three sessions, more than XUSbxn. waa traded. 
This repreaented the highest figure In the annals 
of the exchange fora comparableperiodof time. 

An unsubstantiated report in yesterday's press 
claimed that an investigation bad revealed un- 
derworld Involvement la stock market Invest- 
ment. 

In an Interview with 77>e Jerusalem Post. 
Natan Shiio, assistant manager of the Tei Aviv 
Stock Exchange, stated unequivocally that the 
exchange knows nothing of any such inveatlga- 
tion. Insofar as the warning to the public was 
concerned, Shllo stressed the exchange's desire 
for the public to differentiate between invest- 
ment and outright speculation. He further stated 
that the exchange Is taking a close look at some 
20 to 30 shares which it considers problematical. 

The warning by the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange, 
coupled with the newspaper story of underworld 
Involvement, was sufficient to reverse the recent 
upward trend of the stock market yesterday. 
Shares fell across a broad front. iSee Tel Aviv 
stocks, page ll.) 

It would seem that the warning had a 
beneficial effect as revived Interest was noted In 
the more-solid shares.

TEL AVIV. — What used to be Tel 
Aviv's most famous landmark —

By the end of the yeara tunnel con- 
necting the tvm sectors of Disengoff 
Street wilt run under the bubble with 
Rcines and Plnslter Streets merging 
into it. The top of the bubble will 
feature a garden, and will be 
accessible to pedestrians from 
ramps extending directly from the 
sidewalk. 

A plan to open two cafes on the 
bubble top was scrapped this week. 
City fathers reckoned that it would 
be better to add more greenery.

around the circle. 

The city executive yesterday also 
approved an earlier decision to ear- 
mark Klksr Hamedina for a park 
and to ban construction Inside toe 
circle. After the police, fire depart- 
ment and the city engineer gave 
their blessings, the executive also 
put Its stamp of approval on a plan to 
turn the old Ctnerama movie theatre 
into the city's main fire station.

Gov’t parsimony hits mental centre

Israel’s only centre for 
rehabilitating "hopeless" mental 
patients through community treat- 
ment is in danger of closing at the 
end of toe month for lack of funds 
from the government agencies 
whose patients It serves. 

For the last nine years MIoadon 
Shalom In Jerusalem has treated 
some 700 patients referred from 
mental hospitals and welfare offices. 
These patients would otherwise have 
remained In institutions for the rest 
of their lives or severely burdened 
their families, Mark Splvak, the cen- 
tre's director, told the press yester- 
day. . 

During the last three yeara the 
project was supported In latge part 
by the Joint Distribution Committee 
( JDCl , on the assumption that the 
Ministries of Health and Welfare and 
toe National Insurance Institute 
(Nil), all of which refer patients, 
would then take up the support of 
their own clients. The Welfare 
hCnistry has been paying about a 
third of the cost of rehabilitation ser- 
vices for about 30 clients, and the Nil 
has agreed to pay Its share. The 
Health Ministry has so far paid 
nothing, although It recently proznls-

ed a one-time grant to cover one- 
third of toe costs for 30 patients. 

The reluctance to has nothing 
' to do with toe quality of services 
offered, said Dr. Splvak, a psy-. 
ehologist who trained and taught in 
leading American universities. The 
programme Is widely respected In 
Israel and abroad, "^t while using 
toe services of Mbadon Shalom, the 
Health Ministry said on repeated oc- 
casions that community treatment 
has low priority" In its budget. This, 
despite the fact that the 49 clients 
referred by Health Ministry In- 
stitutions can receive about nine 
months of care at the centre for the 
cost of one month In a mental 
hospital. 

The Welfare Ministry was 
threatenii^ to atop Its support if the 
Health Minlstry'refused, since toe 
programae would soon collapse un- 
der such conditions. ND support Is 
contingent on the funds from toe 
Welfare Ministry. 

The return to a meaningful posi- 
tion In society and a job can take 


years after prolonged hospitalisa- 
tion, Splvak stressed. 

After several hundred 

professionals In psychiatry and 
social work petitioned agal:^ the 
Health Ministry's decision earlier 
this week, the ministry 

spokeswoman announced yesterday 
that the ministry would give priority 
to community programmes and 
would offer full support for some 89 
clients during the next year, at a 
total of UA90,000-ZL8(»,000. 

That still leaves 20 of the patients 
without support, Splvak said. About 
200 patients are currently active in 
the centre, though many others are 
In touch for occasional help. 

Both the Health and Welfare 
Ministries are reportedly relying on 
the JDC to extend its assistance fora 
few months until the matter Is settl- 
ed. However, Splvak said such a 
patchwork arrangement would not 
allow the full functioning of the cen- 
tre andhiring of personnel to replace 
a few* of the staff who are scheduled 
to leave during the summer. 

The budget for 1977/78 is Hj.45m., 
which would iR'ovlde for some 100 
patients, with a professional staff of 
13. 


Senators try to put teeth back in 
weakened anti-boycott legislation

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WA5HINCT0N. — An effort will be 
made in the V.8. Senate to 
strengthen legislation to prevent 
U.S. firms from complying with the 
Arab boycott ag^nst Israel, con- 
gressional sources have disclosed.

Zumwalt uiges Israel not to 
rely on others for security

TEL AVIV. — Israel would be ill ad- 
vised to surrender its ability to en- 
sure aelf-survlvai In return for a 
commitment of security from 
others. This is the opinton of Adinlral 
Elmo Zumwalt, former U.S. chief of 
naval operations. He was speaking 
here yesterday to senior military of- 
ficers and Defence Ministry of- 
ticlals. 


Zumwalt, who is in Israel do a 
week on a private visit, said that it 
would be folly to accept the commit- 
ment of aillea at the expense of en- 
suring that Israel een take care of 
Itself. 

Admiral Zumwalt said that 
he personally believed that Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter had embarked 
on an "encotiraging" course. Ifo 
added that by adopting an open and 
honest forei^ policy, “as opposed to 
the Ryzantine secrecy we experienc- 


ed over the past five or six years." 
Carter would bring the people to 
realize that toe UA. had to be strong 
to protecst Itself from the Soviet 
threat. 

Zumwalt is well-known for his 
criticism of former Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger’s detente 
policy. 

Dtiring his one-honr talk Sbaawalt 
repeateSy accused the former ad- 
ministration of Ilea and lack of 
honesty in telling the American 
public about the Soviet threat

Jerusalem Post Beporter 
The Absorption BClnistry has rais- 
ed the mortgage ceilings for flats 
purchased by new immigrants out- 
side Jerusalem, it was announced 
yesterday. 


Starting this month, an immigrant 
family of two or three persons can 
get a government mortgage of 
ILilO.OOO on a flat that costs up to 
IL290,000 (previously, the maximum 
cost of the flat was IL220.000). A 
family of six to eight persons can buy 
a flat forup to HA80,000 (instead of a 


HSSO.OOO ceUinx). and get a IL180.- 
000 mortgage. 

A single immigrant Uving outside 
Jerusalem can buy a flat costing up 
to IU16,000 (instead of IU80.0D0 In 
toe past) and get a mortgage of 
IL60.OOO. 

Mortgage ceilings for flats in 
Jerusalem were raised in January. 
TTie higher eeiUngs do not imply any 
increases in loans granted 
(mcodgages for single hualgrants 
have not risen for several years, 
although toose for families have 
been hiked).

The right-wing newspaper 
“Alcazar." the official organ of the 
powerful confederation of Civil War 
Veterans, had said Air Minister

How Jewish leaders dealt with the Nazis

In Germany itself, Rabbi Baeck, 
bead of the Jewish community in the 
Old Reich, and Benschel, chief of fiie 
Berlin community, both decided not 
to Inform t^e vtotima of their fate, 
lest the deportees suffer even more. . 
Thus these two Jewish leaders 
reached a point of culmination in 
their aubmisaion and aurrender, 
,Prof. Hilberg sal^ 

The head of Yad Vaataem, Dr. 
Yitzhak Arad, spoke on the 
Judenraete in the Lithuanian ghettos 
of Kovno and THlna. The Jews of 
Lithuania' were the first of Europe’s 
Jews fo be annihilated, he said. 
Between July and November 1991, 
nearly i?s,000 of the 220,000 Lithua- 
nian Jews c aught Jn the web of Nasi 
conquest were liquidated. At the end 


of this period about 43,000 remained, 
enclosed within four ghettos. 

The first Judenrat created in 'rana 
and elected by the Jews, functioned 
for only ei^t weeks. After its dis- 
solution, the Germans appointed A. 
SVled as chairman and left the a^ 
pointment of additional members to 
him. Eleven months later, they dis- 
banded this Judenrat and an>ointed 
J. Gens as Ghetto Representative. In 
Kovno, on the other hand, the 
Judenrat, headed by Dr. ESkea, was 
elected hy the Jews and functioned 
as long as the ghetto existed. 

fo 150 smaller towns of Lithuania, 
where the Jews were indiscriminate- 
ly murdered in the course of one or 
two Akfionen (nn^ tq>e), the Ger- 
mans did not need the assistance of a 
Judenrat. Li VUna and Eovna, 
howevar, where they established 
priorities for deportation, they re- 
quired the asslatance of the 
Judenrat. 

la Kovno, the Judenrat had to 
assist in the distribution of 6,000 
white wwk permits and in VUna of 
3,000 yellow permits. These work 
permits gave relief —temporary, as 
it turned out — from deportation. 
The Jewish elders were well aware 
of this meaning. 

In both ghettos, the Judenraete 


complied with the German order to 
make the selection of workers. They 
'did so with the understanding that 
only by obedience to the (Sermans 
would it be possible to "save what 
could be saved," When the Jewish 
police of the VUna ghetto par- 
ticipated In the Aktion in the 
Oshmiana ghetto in Ctotober 1942, 
Gens defended his decision by ex- 
plaining that the Csermans had in- 
tended to murder 1,600 mothers and 
children. 

nie participation of the Jewish 
police, under the direction of the 
Judenrat, In selecting the victims 
helped save the women and 
children; in their stead 400 sick and 
elderly were handed over. 

During the 'Relative stability," 
from the beginning of 1943 until the 
stunmer of 1943, the Judenraete of 
both ghettos tried to Increase the 
work output in ghetto workshops, 
asBiiming that the Germans would 
be Interested in maintaining produc- 
tive uxdts. hi this way, they sought to 
extend the existence of their ghetto, 
In the hope that the eventual coUapse 
of Germany would save the Jews. 
Dr. Arad said. 

In both the Vilpa and Kovno ghet- 
tos an armed underground was es- 
tablished by groups not associated 


with the Judenraete, confronting the 
. latter with a fait aoGompll. Elkea in 
Kovno Gens in Vilna did not in 
principle object to the exUtence of 
an underground, and both main- 
tained ties with its leaders. &i Kov- 
no, relations were good until the very 
end. 

In Vilna, after 18 months Of 
peaceful co-existence, relations 
between the Judenrat and the un- 
derground took a turn tor the worse. 
Gens believed that arms acquisitions 
and the departure of young men for 
the forests endangered the esdstence 
of the ghetto because it reduced the 
number of workers. He took 
measures to curtail these activities 
and there were some violent clashes. 

Gens also opposed the departures 
to the forests, because he feared 
German reprisals which would lead 
to the liquidation of the ghetto. In 
Kovno, on the other hand, the 
Judenrat assisted those who wanted 
to join the partisans, but this was 
only after the liquidation of the VUna 
^etto, when it was realized that 
there was no longer any hope that 
labour could save the ghetto. 

OVERALL, the various Judenraete 
had no consistent policy with regard 
to armed resistance, Dr. Shmuel 
Kc’akowaki said In his lecture. In 
some cases, they adopted a negative 
and uncompromising attitude, while 
in others they eventually eom- 
proznised. Sometimes they personal- 
ly initiated armed resistance or par- 
ticipated in it. The majority of 
armed-resistance groups were form- 
ed when the ghetto waa on the point 
of liquidation or after mass escapes 
during the deportations to the death 


camps, he said. 

In general, the resistance 
organizations opposed the view 
adopted by the Judenraete — that 
cooperation 'with the Germans could 
minimize the scope of exterminai- 
tlon. They abhorred the concept ac- 
cording to which Jews would make 
the decision of who would he sent to 
his death first. (There waa a tenden- 
cy to keep those close to the Judenrat 
at the end of the row tor depor- 
tation.) The resistance fighters also 
opposed the opposite kind of selec- 
tion, that la, the Inclination of the 
political underground leaders to 
rescue eminent public personalities. 

"In discussing the controversies 
between the Judenraete and the 
resistance fighters, we may state 
that from the moral point of view the 
resiaters were in the right," Dr. 
Kirakowsld said. 'The approach of 
the Judenraete led in various places 
to moral degeneration, while armed 
resistance created important 
nnUnmi vafues.V But he concluded 
that "were we to judge which of the 
two approaches contributed more to 
the rescue of Jews, we would find it 
difficult to give a clear reply." 

Dr. Arad described the frightful 
dilemma in slightly different terms. 
He said that the Jews of bol;)i the 
^^na and Kovno ghettos supported 
the Judenraete and their leaders. 
"In the wake of the realities of ghetto 
life, they did not see any alternative 
to the Judenrat policies," be said. In 
the struggle between ^e Judenrat 
and the underground in the final 
months of the Vilna ghetto, the Jews 
failed to respond to the appeals of the 
underground and supported the 
Judenrat. he added.

Emunim’s spell) are obstacles to 
any progress in peace-m siting. 

The emergence of Shimon Feres 
as Labour's leader and thus likeliest 
to become Israel’s next premier, has 
brought up questions of whether he 
will impede or facilitate this 
diplomatic effort So far, to judge by 
media response, the answer has 
been that he will help. Peres’ initial- 
ly positive welcome by Brtiish opi- 
niem moulders probably reOeetz bis 
exceDent performance in explaining* 
Israel's case during his recent visit 
here. 

The media note his pro-European 
slant with the “Dally Telegnqih" 
arguing that Feres differed from 
R^in “not on whether to negotiate, 
but on what kind of negotiating 
stance to take." ^e 'Times," 
b4^ves him to be much harder for 
the AmericajuB to manage than 
Rabin, and Peres’ memories of the 
Sues debacle win teach him not to 
rely overmuch on the Americans. 
The leading Britiah dally notes, 
"Peres possesses qualities, which in 
political matters Rabin sorely 
lacked: Lnagination, flexibility and 
a wfllingnesa to take risks," adding 
“he should be better at taking 
diplomatic Initiatives, rather than 
reacting to them like Mr. Rabbi or 
Mrs. Meir...’’

THREE YEARS A(30 last Monday, 
in the early hours of April 11. 1974, 
three Arab terrorists based in South 
Lebanon sneaked under cover of a 
dark night into ^ryat Shmona. hi 
the morning they murdered 16 men, 
women and children. 

Two soldiers fell In the exchange of 
fire with the attackers. Afternews of 
the attack was broadcast over Israel 
Radio, the Populu Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine issued a com- 
munique in Beirut and Damascus 
ci aimTwg credit for the operation of 
its suicide squad, intend^ to obtain 
the release of 100 terrorists held in 
Israel. Among them was the 
Japanese terrorist Kbzo Okamoto, 
convicted for hia part in the Led Air- 
port massacre in May 1972. The 
FFLP gave2 p.m. os the deadline for 
the release of the 100 terrorists. 

When the PFLP learned from 
Israel Radio that its three men had 
been shot dead, it stated that they 
had killed themselves by setting off 
explosives, which also killed 
hostages taken by the terrorists. 
Taking pi^ils os hostages from a 
school on the fringe of the town had 
been their assignment. But they had 
not entered the school - but made 
straight for the apartment buildings, 
where they shot people on one floor 
after another. Eight of the 16 victims 
were children ag^ two to 11. 

^e next day over Galel Zahal (the 
army radio station) the O.C. 
Northern Command said, “The 
Army wtU do all it can to take the in- 
itiative out of the terrorists’ hands 
and make It difficult for them 
to operate....The struggle in which 
we q re gp gaged .began long Jbefpre 
Eirjbt.- ShmOna, is continuing and 
■ possibly -vrill JO on for much longer. 
'And the pebpleof Kiryat'^hmonaare 
not only an integral part of it, they 
form' one of the stanchions of our 
defence." 

The O.C. Northern Oommand then 
was Aluf Mordechai Gw. He was ap- 
pointed Chief-of-Staft a few da^ 
later, bi that radio interview, he also 
said that “the Syrians are Interested 
in a large-scale war and that from 
time to time, we had observed signs 
todieating that this may happen." 

It is plain coincidence that a week 
before the third anniversary of the 
maasaere, Chief-of-Staff Rav-Aluf 
Mordechai stated that what ia 
going on in Lebanon, is, for the time 
being, "not Israel’s war." Speaking 
at a reunion of Reali School 
graduates in Haifa, be added that, 
“Israel has no Information about 
Syrian involvement in the figuring in 
south Lebanon," and that, "a nation 
should not enslave itself to the con- 
cept of a ‘red line' by delineating its 
whereabouts." 

To weigh the wisdom or.otherwlse 
of these words, it is necessary to 
recall the foets. Cbmmenting on the 
Sryat Shmona massacre the day 
after it took place, the then Acting 
Chief-ot-Staff , Aluf Yitzhak Bbfi, had 
this to say on the terrorist operations 
frt>m Soutii Lebanon: 

“It la almost impossible to prevent 
terrorist infiltration into Israel from 
Lebanon In that particular area 
because of. the harsh topographical 
conditions and .rocky terrain." He 
added that ’ffhe short disi^ce from 
the border to towns and villages in 
the area makes tracking down the 
terrorists before any damage Is 
caused extremely difficult, ^e only 
real chance of stopping them would 
be to act pre-emptively and get them 
before they can do anything." 

^e man who said that must have 
been the best-inforzned staff officer 
at G.H.Q. at the tlzne. For several 
years he had been the O.C. Northern 
Oommand and knew practically 
every rock on that vulnerable 
border. IGzryat Shmona is 4,600 
metres away from it. ^e population 
of the town (close to 20 . 000 ) as that of 
Nortir Galilee altogether, reads 
statements like that of Chief-of-Staff 
Mordechai Gur with a eonsciouszieaa

IN THE course of the Lebanese civil 
war, the terrorists first moved ziorth 
(last year) to fight the Maroziltes 
and the Syrian rebars in the centre 
and the ziorth of the country. In re- 
cent months they have moved back 
south again. 

The tactics of the Syriazis have 
been distlziguiahed by a remarkable 
agility and equally remarkable con- 
ristency in strategy. The latter,' to 
put It briefly, has been the pursuit of 
the dream of generations of Syrian 
politicians and military men; the 
achievement of Greater Syria. 

As long as the Palestinian 
terrorists sought to turn a good part 
of Lebanon Into a power base for 
theznaelves, Syrlah President Assad 
ordered his forces to shoot at them 
with every weapon except planes 
and, seezzilzigiy, to make common 
cause temporarily with the 
Maroziltes. 

The Palestlniazia, no iziatch for a 
regular army with plenty of taziks, 
guns and ammunition, were sub- 


dued. Hardly were the Syrlsa forces 
in control of most of Lebanon,when 
the temporary alliance with the 
Maronites, from the start more ap- 
parent than real because of the 
difference of alms, ended. The 
Patestinians, beaten and dislodged 
from their fortified encampments in 
and near Beirut and further north 
and east are now bach in the south. 
They harass the Mazunites ziorth of our 
borders, in order to recapture some 
of the villages lost last year and to 
drive a wedge between the Christian 
population and the Good Fence, an 
atm on which the Palestinians and 
Syrians are heartily agreed, though 
of course the latter take good care 
not to be seen actively sharing In the 
effort. 

It is not by their pronouncements 
that Arab leaders must be judged. 
Those of Sunday may completely 
contradict those of Wednesday, and 
only Western (or Israeli) politiciazis 
and cozzimentatora will be puzzled 
by such antics. It is what they do and 
how they do it that can make these 
leaders plausible to us. Assad’s aim 
is Ckreater Syria, to include as much 


of Lebanon, Israel and Jordan as the 
political and znlUtazy opportuzilties 
permit him to grab. 

Seen against this long-term 
design, Assad's operations in 
Lebanon become perfectly logical. 
We shall gradually see Syria’s 
terrorist subsidiary, "Sa'eka", ab- 
sorb as many of the Palestizilan rival 
orgazilzations, or rather their man- 
power, as it can. It Is likely that the 
ziext targets on Assad's list are not 
Israel, but Jordan and the West 
Bank. 

For the people of IQryat Shmona 
and along our entire borders ziorth 
and east, these thoughts are not 
abstract speculation, ^ey can hear 
the report of the gnma, the staccato of 
the machine-guns. From their 
hilltops they can see the smoke and 
dust rising. And they have good 
cause to be apprehensive. 

Once safely installed in old and 
new strongholds along the bcntler. 
the Palestinian terrorists, especially 
the so-called dissidents (whowantno 
ziegotlatlons and no peace with 
Israel) , will return to their former 
exercises of harassing Israel by hit- 
and-run or hit-and-fight operatiozis, 
like that of Kiryat Shmona three 
years ago, which was mouzited by 
Ahmed Jibrll, one of these dis- 
sidents. 

Viewed from the North against 
past events and such a reading of 
Syrian long-term intentions, current 
events in South Lebanon, the dlseom- 
titure of the Maronites — Israel's 
natural allies against S>Tian expan- 
sionism — is very much Israel’s war. 
Mordechai Gur is taking a very short 
and ziarrow view of It. 

Fbresight. the pragmatic defizii- 
tlon of the Xalmiiid. is the best In- 
telligence test. Israel's leaders do 
not fare well by that standard. 
Either they foresaw the possible 
events, but did not act on such 
foresight, or they failed altogether to 
see what could happen. Importers 
still remember their seU-assured 
pronouncements: “The Suez Canal 
Is the beat anti-tazik ditch 1 kziow of." 
"If Egypt or Ssrria should attack 
Israel ziow. they would have less 
chances of success than President 
Nasser had in 1967." Or: “I do not 
believe that they (the Egyptians; 
are capable of fighting such a war. 
This would amount to- a suicide 
pazrade." 

The samples are taken from The 
Jerusalem Post of May 1973. The 
speakers were Golda Meir and 
Moshe Dayan. We kzHZW from recezit 
history that lack of foresight, or in- 
action despite foresight, can bring 
disaster. Stalin refused to trust the 
reports of his agents that Hitler was 
about to launch his “Operation Bar- 
barossa" against the Soviet Union in 
1941. The British leadership regard- 
ed Churchill as an "extremist" fbr 
his warnings throughout the thfrties 
that Hitler meant war. The 
Americana were caught napping in 
Pearl Harbour. Not even an anti- 
tank ditch like the Suez Canal 
separates us from the Syrian ar- 
mour, guzis and terrorists.

turing empire consists of six plants

. of the plants at Carmiel and at Belt 
Jann. 

“I'm fortunate in having a staff of 
devoted workers at my disposal,** 
said Oron, who majored in industrial 
sociology at Haifa University. 
“Folks who choose to live In* a 
development town Uke Carmiel are 
excellent human material, as they 
say. Aa for my Arab workers in Beit 
Jann, 1*11 tell you this much: here 
aee people who for generafiona have 
been tilling the soil. It's in their 
blood. Now, along come people like 
ourselves vdio introduce thm to a 
new milieu — a world of high-speed 
sewing machines, quality control 
and computerized Inventory 
systems. 

“(>ur Arab workers are truly 
amazing people. They learn fast and 
their work ia Impeccable. What more 
can a plant manager ask for?" 

Unlike many ofoer large Israeli 
clothing manufacturers, Beged Or 
hardly uses sub-contractors, 
prefer^g to produce Its goods un- 
der one root, ao to speak. It takes 
about three days — from completion 
of pattern cutting — for a Beged Or 
• leather coat to be ready for shipment 
to a custozner. 

The compaziy employs some 900 


persona In its various branches. In- 
dividual plant managers are 
authorized to set manpower and 
work-schedule policy. Oron recently 
offemd bis 120 employees the eholce 
of a five or six-day week. 

“As I pre^ted, they opted for a 
five-day week, witti a longer work- 
. day, to make up for the shortened 
workweek. So far. it has been a 
resounding success. Employee 
morale is high and output-per- 
worker la just as good as at our six- 
day manufacturing facilities. 

Oron says the Belt Jann factory, 
presently housed in rented premises, 
will soon be moved into a spanking 
new plant, and its staff of 50 will be 
doubled. 

A Labour Ministry-sponsored 
vocational training scheme is 
already imderway to assure an -ade- 
quate supply of workers. 

World economic conditions — in- 
flation, disposable Income and so on 
— are Important factors in Beged 
Or's business. A $50Q-to-$S00 lea^r 
coat or pants 'suit, after all. Is not 
everyone's idea of a “consumer 
Item.** 

It Is im secret that sales growth at 
Beged Or » as at other firms 
sp^allzlng in co^y luxury items — 
has taper^ off in the past two or 
three years. But, aays Oron. the 
general economic recovery staittng 
abroad wOl probably be reflected 
soon in the company's sales figures. 

“X believe Beged Or will show 
sales of seven to eight mUUon dollars . 
for this year,** he told Tke Post.

The year 1977 may mark the tak^ 
off peA>d of larael'a e^Mrt growth, 
according to Ya'acov Cohen, deputy 
director-general for foreign trade at 
the IQaiatzy of Commerce and In- 
dustry. 

He told The JenMolem Pott :"^e 
turning point aeema to hare keen 
1976. FbUowlng a steady growth In 
our trade deficit from 1973 to 197S, 
we witnessed last year a narrowing 
of that gap— from S^.OOOm. In 1979, 
to |3«200zn. 

“Though Imports dropped only 
'slightly In 1976, exports grew sub- 
stantially — hy 26 per cent!*' 

Dr. Cohen noted that an advance of 
26 per cent In merchandlsaexports is 
exemplary, especially since the 
growth in industrial and agricultural . 
ou^ut was four per cent fCr the year, 
while the growth In service in- 
dustries was nil*. 

^e pace-setter *fnfw>g industrial 
exports remains the metala-and- 
electronlca group, whose overseas 
sales have doubled from |21fim. in 
1974, to $455m. In 1978. 

“As I see It 1977 will also be a year 
of trial.” Dr. Cohen stated. “Our ex- 
porters will be doing their best to ex- 
ploit the Common Market potential. 


since the removal of tariffs on Israeli 
Industrial goods entering EEC coun- - 
tries ta^lns this year. And we shall 
ftiTw for even more trading advan- 
tages — to Improve our competitive 
position — at the multi-lateral trade 
currently bring held within the 
framework of GATT, the Generad 
Agreement on Trade and TarifO.” 

As for trade with Common Market 
countries last year. Dr. Cohen 
reported that exports to them were 
22 per cent higher than In 19m. nie 
bu& of the Increase was in conaumer 
goods hut, he added, “We shall 
attempt from now on to eoneentrate 
on selling products with a high 
technolo^cal component.” 

While significant export growth 
was shown in sales to Italy, France 
and the Benelux eountrlea, Israel’s 
trade deficit In relation to Germany 
and other European countries was 
still problematic. 

As for the vast U.S.market, 
Israel's exports to it in 1976 totalled 
3440m., 42 per cent more than in 1975. 
“But 70 per cent of om* salea to the 
American market were to East 
Coast outlets," Dr, Cohen said. 
“This year we shall attempt to 
broaden our base in the U.S. by 
promoting the sale of Israeli 
merchandise in the South, West and 


South-West. To do this, we plan to 
employ local experts to boost the ac- 
tivities of our trade commission in 
New York City. 

Building materials, car spares, 
medical equipment, irrigation 
systems, laboratry apparatus and 
educational aids are among the 
products to be offered to _ the 
American market this year. Dr. 
Cohen added. 

“We are aiming for an export 
figure to the U.S. of betweengSSOm. 
and 9600m. for 1977.” he told The 
Post . 

He said there were five "target 
nations'* — Sweden, Norway, 
(breeee. Mexleoand Australia— that 
the Commerce and Industry 
Minisfry sees as potential markets 
for Israeli goods. 

h) addition, efforts will be made to 
expand export trade In Iran, 
Venezuela, Japan and South Africa. 

“The Government's fiscal policies 
.have helped our export drive,” Dr. 
Cohen observed. “The so-called 
creeping devaluations have made 
our products more attrutive 'price- 
wise. Other Important steps have 
been the »wWnirtng of the esqwrters’ 
tax rebate from the officii ex- 
change rate, and the Unking of the 
Israel pound to a foreign currency 
basket.”

Trade circles attribute this growth 
to the general expansion of the in- 
dustry. And this, they add, is due to 
stability — the good labour- 
managfement relations that resulted 
from the signing of the last work 
agreement.

processing plants. Even small shops 
have begun to automate. 


“We coulduse hundreds— perhaps, 
■thousands — more diamond cutters 
and polishers right now," an in- 
dustry representative said. "But," 
he added, "many diamond factories 
hesitate to i^tiate active hiring eam- 
paigra. They don't want to risk In- 
vesting lots of time and money train- 
ing workers, only to see them snatch- 
ed away later by some competing 
firm."

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Agrexco expects to end the 
agricultural year with about $100m. 
in exports, which it hopes to increase 
to $200m. by 1982/3. 

An agricultural export company 
with a knack for performing 
miracles, Agrexco works best under 
pressure. During the Yom Kippur 

War, It had to switch timetables and 
delivery dates, but it kept the 
produce going out of Israel. When a 
bliszard hit a European airfield, 
Agrexco men found an alternative 
landing spot and enough trucks to 
carry the vegetables and fruits from 
Israel to their destination. 

Moshe Shavit, the managing direc- 
tor of Agrexco, tries to be modest 
when we ask Mth the secret of his 
company's success. There are many 
factors involved, he s^s. Starting 
with the farmers, the' best in the 
world. They have learned, in a short 
period, how to growbetter and better 
exportable produce. 

Then, of course, there la the Agrex- 
co network abroad — dozens of high- 
ranking employees in the main cities 
of Europe. Many of them are 
farmers or have a farming 
background. Ihey keep their fingers 
on the pulse of the European market. 

Agrexco began by exporting 
produce during the winter months 
only: today it exports throughout the 
year, but the 'winter exports still ac- 
count for about 75 per cent of its in- 
come. The challenge is to increase 
exports in the summer season, ^e 
company's export season starts on 
October 1. 

Shavit is quite confident that 
Agrexco will achieve its goal of 
$100m. this year. With the end of the 
winter export season, the company 
has already reached the $7Sm . mark. 
73ils includes 15,000 tons of avocados 
worth about $16m.; 250 million 
flowers worth about $27m.; 3,000 
tons of strawberries worth about 
36m. 

Shavit and his men are now put-' 
ting all their efforts into increasing 
the summer e:q>ort8 which, it is 
hoped, will include 12,000 tons of

watermelons, 2,000 tons of melons 
and 14,000 tons of onions (three times 
more ^an last year) ; this will mean 
that every day for about six weeks, a 
ship full of agricultural produce 
leave Ashdod port for' Europe. 

What of the problems facing the 
company? Shavit prefers to talk 
about the rosy part of the business. 
After some prodding, he mentions a 
proposal made by a number of 
private investors to form anew com- 
pany — Shoresh — that will export 
inferior quality produce at loww 
prices. 

"You asked me at the start what 
our secret for success was. Among 
other things it is the reputation we 
have today for pA)ducing first- 
quality goods, the very best. And 
because of this we are able to re- 
quest and usually get a higgler price 
for our goods. 

"If we allow Shoresh to export 
second-grade produce, in a very 
short time our first grade will be 
likened to their second grade and we 
will bepaid accordingly. After many 


years of promotion and hard work, 
we have drummed it into the 
Europeans that Israeli produce Is 
first-grade. All this hard work will go ' 
down the drain If we allow Shoresh to 
operate. 

"On top of that," Shavit stresses, 
"it has taken us years to make a 
name for ourselves as a reliable 
company — we deliver the goods, 
even while our country Is at war. To 
be able to do this it is necessary to 
have a big network and the connec- 
tions which we have developed. We 
also have the most modem transpor- 
tation and storage system, with 
refrigerated rooms both here and 
abroad. The new comphny does not 
have all this. Nor does It have the ex- 
perience." 

When we prod him and ask about 
CALa, the cargo airline company that 
came into being because farmers 
wanted a cheaper way to airfreight 
their goods, he breaks into a great 
smile and says: 

"Yes. this has brought the prices 
down; and CAL has done an ex- 


cellent job by bringing back cargoes 
from Europe." 

Sharit is quite confident about the 
future. "As long as we continue to In- 
troduce new products there is 
nothing to fear," he asserts. "This 
year's hits were new Items. Small 
. radishes, that you wouldn't think 
' could go. have been sold at good 
prices. We exported 200 tons this 
season. Sweet com on the cob, 70 
tons this year. We expect to increase 
this to between 300 and 400 tons next 
year. The new beefy, Sat, round 
tomato we call 'Eshkol' has sold 
very well. We only sold 5.000 tons this 
year, because of a frost in the Rafiah 
region where it grows. We hope next 
year to sell 12,000 tons." 

What about new markets? Shavit 
again breaks into a huge grin. "You 
ask this as though we've finished 
feeding the 300 million people in our 
present Ekiropean market!" 

Shavit admits, however, that 
Agrexco. has started exporting to 
America — mainly flowers. He 
believes that selling flowers in small 
bundles at American supermarkets 
could turn out to be a profitable and 
of course pleasant way of cen3entlng 
our ties with the American people. 
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In the Common Market, in Switzerland. 

In Scandinavia, in Israel.

GM calls it quits on its $140m. 
gamble on the Wankel rotary i 


DETROIT (AP). — General Motors 
Cbrp. announced Tuesday it is aban- 
doning all foture work on the rotary 
engine because of poor fuel 
economy. 

GM's disclosure that It has 
"dis^contlnued research and 
development” of the Wankel rotary 
comes seven years and an estimated 
$100m. after the giant IT.S.' 
automaker first began work on what 
was hailed at the time as a revolu- 
tion in engine technology. 

GM said that its rotary engines 
"do not demonstrate the potential 
for low emissions levels and fuel 
economy equal those of current 
reciprocating piston engines.” 

GM, which had planned to market 
a rotmy-powered car in the 1975- 
model year, put Ita rotary 
programme on the back burner In 
the fall of 1974 because of emisaiott 
uid fuel economy problems. But the 
firm said at the time that research 
on the engine would continue. 

In addition to the cost for research 
and development, GM has paid 
842m. for worldwide licensing rights 
to produce the engine. 

While a conventlonaJ engine la 
powered by pistozu which alternate- 
ly move up and down in their 
cylinders, the rotary uses triangular 
rotaries which spin inside a figure- 
elght-like chamber. 

The Wankel rotary, named for ita 
West German inventor, received

mtmh attention at the start of the 
decade, because it outperformed a 
piston engine of comparable sise, 
and because it had fewer moving 
parts — which meant lower produc- 
tion costs and Jess maintenance. 

GM began a rotary development 
programme in 1970 after sig^g a 
worldwide. non-exclusLve licensing 
arrangement with AUDI-NSU. the 


Wankel company and Curtiss- 
Wi-ight. 

In August 1972, GM announced 
that its englneecing and develop- - 
meat had proceed^ to the poi^ 
where it would ofiTw ita own version 
of the engine in the Chevrolet. 

However, the Mid-Boat . oil em- 
bargo in the fall of 1973 focused, 
attention on poor fuel economy 
relative to a comparably slxed piston 
engine. GM engineers later dis- 
covered difficulty in meeting 
Federal emisaions standards. 

That prompted then-GM president 
Edward Cble, to announce fbOt.GM 
was scrapping plans to 'market, a 
rotary-powered ear.lndeflnltely. 

Toyo Kogyo Ltd. of Japan, the 
world's largest manufacturer of 
rotary engines, has been offering 
Maada cars With rotary engines in ' 
the U.S. since 1970. But sales, which 
Initially skyrocketed, have been in a 
deep nosedive since 1974, after the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency said the cars got 50 per cent 
poorer fuel economy than piston- 
powered vehicles. 

GM has paid AUDI, Wankel and 
Curtiss-'Rfright a total of $42m. in 
licensing rights for production of the 
rotary. 

Or^finally, GM was to have paid 
850m. but the firm altered its agree- 
ment last year so that it would make 
additional paymento only it' the 
engine went into actual production. 


Americans resume their love 
affair with the big <^ar 


DETROIT ( API . — Automobiles and 
petrol get more expensive, but the 
American market for heavy, expen- 
^ve luxury cars keeps growing and 
growing. 

Total car sales In the U.S. this year 
so far are up 10 per cent over 1976. 
But Cadillacs. Lincolns and Ger- 
many's Miercedes-Benx — the in- 
dustry's higgest-selllng luxury cars 
— are aiready.20 per cent ahead^of 
last year, when a record 470,<XK)'of 
these makes were sold. 

Auto executives predict luxury 
sales will reach 550,000 this year. 
That means five per cent of new car 
buyers in the U.S. have paid 810.000 
and up for a new Cadillac. Lincoln or 
Mercedes. 

In 1970, about 260.000 luxury cars 
were sold — about tluree per cent of 
the. market — and then a Cadillac 
‘ sold for as low as 86,000. 

"America is* getting more 
affluent," says one auto analyst. 


"Incomes have gone up faster than 
the cost of many luxury items.” 
Some automobile executives think 
much of the new affluence is due to 
an increased number of working 
women contributing to family In- 
come. Another f»dor is that buyers 
believe the end ia near for the big, so- 
called full-sixe car. Ford Motor Cbm- 
pany's Lincoln, the industry's 
biggest car, is attracting buyers who 
“wsnt one of the last big ones.” as 
one executive put h. 

The only recent decline in luxury 
sales was in 1974. when the Mid-Bast 
oil embargo tri^ered a fuel shor- 
tage panic. When consumers were 
reassured they could get petrol, the 
market bounced back. 

fri any event, not all luxury car 
buyen even think about the money, 
"i^e top-Une nameplates have anat- 
traction that is undlmmed by the 
mundane problems of reeessionsand 
economic recoveries,” one analyst 
said.

Learners now sometimes wait for 
three naoaths before receiving a 
driving teat appointment. 

While some driving schools report 
business as usual, otoers have notic- 
ed a reduced demand for lessons as 
new-car sales have dropped in re- 
cent montiis.

March was 
a bad month 
for road safety

Traffic accidents claimed 62 lives 
to March. This brings the total since 
the beginning of the year to 148 — ten 
dead more then atthe same time last 
year, the Central Bureau of 
Statistics reports. 

The year la off to an inausplcions 
start regarding road safety. The 
number of accidents last month (1,- 
870} is 21 per cent l^tgher than it was 
In February. According to the 
"seasonability,” it should be only 
about 16 per cent higher. The same 
applies to the number of injured 
(1,879), which Toae by 17 per cent, 
whereas the expected increase was 
only six per cent. 

A similarly unfavourable develop- 
ment is refleci^ in the number of 
seriously injurecL There were 812 In 
March, 69 more than in. February. 

The total number of injuriea was 
the highest since July 1974, the 
spokesman of the Central Bureau of 
Statistics said.

The press 
must be free

This is especially so, he continued, 
when the rival right is the right of an 
office holder to protection against 
the publication of matter likely to in- 
jure wtw to his public office (see also 
Or. A. 24/50, P.D.5/1160). For the op- 
portunity to czitl^e. on politick, 
social aM other grounds, any action 
of the government, its institutions, 
members, representatives and ser- 
vants, is a eiw qua non tor the 
preservation of a democratic ■ 
regime, even If this criticism be 
vAement, caustic and unpleasantly 
sharp. (See H.C. 206/61, P.D. 
19/1728: and New York Times v. 
SulUvan 376 U.S. 254,84 S. Ct. 721 
(1964).) 

The freedomfof the press. Justice 
Shamgar continued. Is one of the 
facets of freedom of expression and 
is. furthermore, the main field for 
examining the scope and true ex- 
istence of this freedom. However, 
although rules pertaistog to the right 
to criticize public figures on matters 
coming within the purview of their 
public office applies equally to the 
press, that does not mean that the 
media are at liberty to express 
themselves with unbriffied license or 
that, they are subject to no 
restitutions. On the contrajy. they 
are subject to the specific reser- 
vations with respect to good faith 
contained in section 16 pf the 
Defamation Law. But any tendency 
to add to these restrictions for pur- 
poses of any individual case would 
be fraught with danger to the main 
pTiH overall task of the press, name- 
ly, helping the reading public to for- 
mulate Opinions by providing them 
with information and the necessary 
background for making up their own 
minds. 

The express provisions of the 
Israel Defamation Law, Justice 
Shamgar went on to hold, are com- 
pletely consistent with the principles 
and values set out above, as witness 
the provisions of section 13, with 
respect to permitted publications, of 
section 14 with respect to the plea of 
truth, and section 15 with respect to 
good faith. But, he continued, before 
entering into the question of whether 
the deface provided for In the 
above sections does exist in any par- 
ticular case, it must first be es- 
tablished whether the matter 
published was to fact libellous: thst 
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Is, whether the.court is of the opinion 
that the words would be undostood 

or construed within the framework 
of their context as libellous by the or- 
dinary reader, or listener, without 
any connection with the publisher’s 
intentions. 

In the case under consideration, he 
held, the article in question implied 
that the respondents haul intended 
misleading the public and this was 
libellous within the meaning of sec- 
tion 1 of the Defamation Law (which 
defines defamation as being inter 
afia, the publication of matter wldeb 
may lower a person in the estimation 
of others, or bring a person into dis- 
repute. or injure a person in his of- 
fice). 

Justice Shamgar then went on to 
consder vfoether the ai^Ilants to 
the present case could refy on any or 
both, of the defences of "tinith” amd 
"good fahh” as defined in sections 14 
and 15. Since the first defence 
applies to toots, and the second to 
optolons, be said, it is necessary to 
classify the matter printed to the ar- 
ticle into these two categories. In so 
far as most of the facts concerning 
the acqidsltion of the car, its return 
to the Goldberg Agency, and the to- 
structiona about its sale are concern- 
ed (they were proved to be true, and 
as there is no disputing) that their 
publleation was In the public in- 
terest,. the defence of "truth” was 
open to the appellants, even if they 
contained libellous matter. 

As to the other matter printed in 
the article, before deciding whether 
the appellants were entitled to any of 
the two defences with respect to 


them. Justice Shamgar held, be 
would first have to discuss the 
slgidficance of section 15 (wUeb 
deals with good faith) to general and 
of section 15 (4) (which deals with 
expression of opinion on the conduct 
of the injured party), in particular. 

An examination of section 19, 
together with section 16 (which deals 
with the onus of proof of good faith 
reveals that seetion 16 deals with 
both facts and expressions of opi- 
nion. and that the decisive question 
is whetiier the publication of either 
the facts or opinions was made in 
any of the circumstances set out to 
this section. Once it is proved that 
the facts or opinions were published 
in any of the drcximstances set out in 
section 15, then the publieber will 
benefit from the presumption con- 
tained in section 16: that is the 
presumption that be made the 
publication to good faith.

The compeiny's progress, over the 
years, has truly resembled that of a 
"growth company.” Its shares are 
Uated on the Tel Aviv Stock Ex- 
change and on the American Stock 
Exchange.

On the whole, however, the next i&iesset will be younger, with 
new and less experienced members. For the democratic un- 
ravelling of centralized party power swept over all the parties 
this year as they prepared for the elections. As in the past, the 
pEUty with, ironically, the greatest Image of xigidity — lAbour 
— freshened up its list the most. For 26 of the 44 Labour MKs 
who entered the last i&iesset are missing from its new list. 

The Likud has also admitted more new faces than In the past, 
made possible, of course, to some degree by the defection of per- 
sonalities like Sharon, BenyEunin Halevi, Shmuel Tamir and 
Akiva Nof. 

The new faces in the various lists will intensity the rhetoric of 
“change" which has so fEur dominated the strategy of the par- 
ties.

Martyr^ and heroes’ dsy 


ISRAEL'S FLAGS are at half-mast today in remezdbrance of 
the mEurtyrdoni and heroism of the Jewish people during the 
Holocaust. 

The six million who perished in the ghettos, in the fields and in 
the crematoriums during the Second World War were doomed 
— by the single-minded inhumanity of their Nazi killers, by the 
callousness of most of their ne^bours, and by the convenient 
Indifference of the embattled free world. That so many Jews 
should have resisted theh: tormentors in these conditions is 
more cause for marvel than that the rest of them did not rise up 
in revolt. 

Their example is a constant reminder to IsrEtelis that the 
supreme moral purpose of this state is to make sure that Jews 
never again helplessly face a threat to their natiomU. survival. 

To the nations of the world, Israel’s rebirth was in part an act 
of expiation for the genocide perpetrated on the Jewish people. 
That is precisely why Israel's enemies, today more thw ever 
before, are busily distorting the record of the Hblocaurt and 
defEuning its victims. 

Neo-Nsuis, Arab nationalists and Soviet Communists have 
Joined in an effort to minimize the extent of Jewish suffering 
and to chEuge the Jews — especially, of course, the fflonlsts — 
with plotting their own destruction. 

The frame of mind manifested in the obscene equation of 
Zionism with racism also expresses itself in the denial of the 
crime of the extermination of the Jews.

Rabin’s non-resignation 


HA'ABETZ andependent) notes 
that, while Attorney-General BartdE 
' undoubtedly Interpreted the law 
(regarding the possibility of a prime 
milder resigidng from a caretaker 
government) correctly, the aituation 
thus created is far from satisfactory, 
la tezms of "one's feeling of public 
order.’’ The paper goes on to point 
out that Mr. Rabin himself stated, 
when he resigned from the Labour 
Fsuty leadership, that he would seek 
to end bis term of office as prime 
minister, thoughbe was aware of the 
legal difficulties involved. "That ts 
to say. he realized that he had not 
only to relinquish the party 
leadetphip. but .also that his con- 
tinuing to serve os {Nrizne minister 
could not be reconciled with the 
Alignment’s interest to forestall 


negative implications fbr its election 
prospects. While this reason in itself 
is a gravely flawed one, 
nevertheless, if it be correct, it must 
arouse the electorate c^ainst the 
strange and repelling sight of a 
politician continuing to serve as 
prime nalnlster even though he and 
his wile have violated' the law." 

The paper then notes that the ad- 
ministrative penalty Imposed on Mr. 
Babin ^ whose “knightly gesture 
via-a-vis Ms spouse held good for 
only four days” -- is not to be taken 
as "exoneration," and concludes by 
calling tor an amendment to be 
made forthwith to the Basic Law: 
The Government, so that the 
premier can be replaced by another 
minister who would serve as acting 
prime minister. 
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"GREAT CASES, like hsrd cases, 
m;ike bad Jaw." the great American 
jurist Oliver Wendell Holmes wrote 
■ more than TO years ago. 

Were be considering the eon- 
stitutional issues involved In Mr. 
Rabin's resignation — or non- 
reslg^ation — from a transition 
government, he would undoubtedly 
chalk it up as another proof of his 
thesis. 

“Great cases," said Holmes, ‘ are 
called great not by reason of their 
real importance in shaping tiie law 
of the futi^.but because of some ac- 
cident of Immediate overwhelming 
interret which appeab to the feelings ' 
and distorts judgment.' These im- 
mediate interests exercise a kind of 
hydraulic pressure which makes 
what previously was clear seem 
doubtful, and before which even well 
settled principles of law will bend." 

It is fn all these- senses that the 
Rabin case is "great." In its early 
stages it raS^ questions about the 
prerogatives' of some of the major 
state Institutions: the Finance 
ifflniB try and the Attornev-General. 
Should a fine for the Rabins' foreign 
currency have bees sufficient, 
as the ]ii&iistry contended, or were 
legal proceedings r^uired in the 
case, as the Attorney-General 
argu^?

THIS CLASH in itself drew attention 
to the complex duality of the 
Attorney-General’s role. 

On the one hand he is the legal ad- 
viser to the Government, deter- 
mining for it what is lewdly proper 


and improper — or, if you will; con- 
stitutional or uncozistitutioital. On 
the other hand he is in charge of the 
State Attorney's Office, deciding 
what is. (or should be) actionable in 
court, and what is (or should be) in- 
vestigated by the police with a view 
to court action. When the'eUent ton 
constitutional advice also happens to 
he'^e subject of possible co^ ae.- 
tion, this duality of function is liable 
to breed contrsuliction and uncer- 
tainty. 

In its present stage the Rabin case 
baa also revealed the shortcomings 
of the Transition Iaw. Originally 
designed to assure continuity of 
government even after a cabinet has 
resigned, the law turns out to assure' 
confusion as well, by not- defining 
more clearly when authority may be 
transferred If necessary — ^eren In a 
Transition Government. 

Under a constitutional system, 
these "great” questions would be 
determined by a Supreme Cotul^ 
basing itself upon the constitution 
and accumulated precedent. Since 
we have neither a written constitu- 
tion nor a great deal of precedent, 
the issue is being decided by the ma- 
jor actors in the drama themselves.

•SHE TRAVEL TAX 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir. — For more than 15 years, 1 
have waged what seems to be a Don 
Qubcotic fight against the travel tax, 
the latest public argument about 
the tax for tiie bosketbaU fans who 
wish to see the game tn Belgrade 
causes me to raise the matter again. 

1 am especially disappointed that 
Knesset members of parties who put 
their fight against the travel tax into 
large advertisements during the last 
elections should now have forgotten 
all about It and raise their voices in 
favour of the tax. 

As it stands, there should be no 
argument Eigalnst the logical and 
le^timate wish of the Government 
to try to save foreign currency by 
making its allocation for travel more 
expensive. After all, the dollar rate 
for car purchases is about ILlO, for 
refrigerators H25. and for many 
other commodities approximatety 
this figrure. So. it should be rather 
difficult to argue for obtaJmng the 
travel dollar at the official rate. 

However, the application and im- 
plementation of the travel tax is en- 
tirely absurd, immoral and also il- 
legal according to intematJonal laws 
and standards. 

A head-tax on every traveller dis- 
regarding the distance of his trip 
makes it a toll to obtain freedom to 
travel. It is contrary to the humeui 
rights’ declaration of the United 
Nations which was used so valiantly 
and efficiently by the Israel delega- 
tion to fight the Russians; it la In- 
acceptable by ICAO standards, to 
which Israel is a signatory: and it 
was criticized several times by the 
LATA headquarters in the past. 

The only way to apply a proper 
taxation would be to accept a sugges- 
tion aired several times in tlie past 
years by aviation and travel experts 
in this country, which is to introduce 
travel dollars with a reasonable ex- 
change rate for which the traveller 
can then buy his ticket and take 1^ 
travel money, without any limitation 
<or, obtain their dollars from friends 
and uncles abroad). In this way, the 
Government would prevent an 
argumimt of the issue and avoid nas- 
ty remarks by its own citizens and 
last but not least, by international 
bodies who consider the action of our 
Government rather cynical in view 
of its fight against other 
governments who seem to treat the 
Jews in a similar way.

THE RABIN affair has focussed 
attffptio" on the complex laws and 
loopholes ot our foreign exchazige 
controls. 

According to*th||^law, eUI foreign 
currency accruing to Israeli 
residents 'must be brou^t back to 
this country and Sold to the Minister 
of Finance. 

It means that an Israeli is not per- 
mitted to retain ownership of foreign 
specie, whether .In a bank account or 
i^er his mattress in Israel. The 
reasons are two. Foreign currency Is 
a precious commodity. It must be 
msule available for use according to 
the national priorities. 

Hie second reason is that demand 
exceeds supply. There is a 
widespread desire to acquire foreign 
currency, sometimes for almost 
Irrational reasons, as though the 
Swiss franc or the Deutschmark 
were brand-name products. 

A more serious purpose is to 
supplement the meagre foreign 
travel allowance. 'Die $490 per per- 
son per trip was once a tolerable 
allocation; it is tolerable no longer, 
with prices as they are overseas. The 
nmnher of Israeli holiday-makers 
trying to smuggle a bit more out of 
the country in one way or another la 
legion. 

I say "holiday-makers” because 
people on business trips, or officUUs 
on a mission fbr the Government, or 
individuals in need of medical treat- 
ment. or students registered at 
foreign universities (the- list of 
special cases Is endless) are allowed 
a larger sum, calculated per diem.

But full de-control cannot happen 
until the Israel pound' has hardened 
enough to stand up to the swings and 
buffets of the open, market. R is not 
feasible to' let the countiy’s dollars 
go where they please|/as long as the 
entire torel^-exchange reserves at 
the disposal of the economy amount 
to little more than one-thM of the 
tradq gap accumulated every 12 
months. 

It must be sidd, in all fairness, that 
the Israeli pound itself Is not any 
more a' disastrous currency to hold. 
Foreign currencies, even the 
best of them, depreciate. Not as 
much as the Iek^I pound ; but then it 
is possible to invest the Israel pound 
in linked securities, which are u 
good a hedge against inflation as 
greenbacks. 


QUITE A LOT of people arc official- 
ly permitted to hold a bank abcodht 
in another oountry> One catego^. of 
course, is the foreign tourists, even 
those who spend six zaoaths per an- 
num here. Another is new Im- 
migrants — during their first ten 
years in Israel. Yet another is 
Israelis working in a foreign coun- 
try, whether as a diplomat or in any 
other position. Firms having a 
branch abroad — a subsidiary or 
sales office — can keep there 
whatever cash they earn in that 
country, more or less at tlieir discre- 
tion. 

And that is not all. Suppose an 
Israeli resident possesses an asset 
abroad uhich cannot conveniently 
be transferred to Israel. He may 
have been bequeathed part- 
ownership of a plot of land or a fami- 
ly business, wi^h cannot be broken 
up except at a loss. Hb is entitled to 
keep that asset, be does not have to 
sell It to the Minister of Finance. 
“We arc not unreasonable," says the 
Cbntroller of Foreign Exchange, 
Dov Kanterovich. 

But the owner of the asset must 
declare it. and receive formal per- 
mission to hold it — - and he miist 
repatriate all the profit, interest or 
dividends he receives from it year by 
year. 

Why ehoqld the Israeli be reluctant 
to give up foreign currency in return 
for Israeli pounds? Well, the 
exchange-rate Is discouraging, tor a 
start. Practically the only private 
person who has tb content himself 
with the official value of the Israeli 
pound nowadays is the Israeli resi- 
dent repatriating funds. Even 
tourists get a bonus in hotels and 
restaurants. If they pay in dollars. 


' APART FROM THAT, a great deal 
can be done with Israeli tooney. 
There is no ban on Imports, with cer- 
tain very pEuticular exceptions (non- 
kosher food, chiefly) . It la possible to 
buy in Israeli shops clothes, 
foodstuffs, perfumes, household 
durables, cars — from all over the 
world. 

If a pampered individual wants a 
very special gold-studded TV set 
mxly avaflable in a certain afa^ in 
Detroit or Duesaeldorf, he can apply 
for a "personal-import’*' Ucence at 
the local office of the kOnistry of 
Commerce and Industry. 

It Is . given automatically. He 
proceeds to ttie bank, which opens a 
letter of credit in his favour, and 
then be can order the desired TV set 
from whatever suppler he pleases. 

Be will have, of course — and 
there is the catch — to pay customs 
and sales tax and value ^ded tax; 
which sx^ests another reason -for 
having a bank account abroad. R is 
possible to evade fiscal obligations'. 
Income tax is saved by exporten 
who can get away with "under- 
facturatlng" . their foreign sales. A 
fins can seJl a consignment of goods 
for $120,000, pretend they sold it for 
$100,000 — and salt away the balance 
in a numbered account In 
Switzerland, tax free. 


THIS IS ONE REASON why ex- 
change controls are not dismantled. 
The multiplicity of exchange-rates, 
designed to subsidise a little here 
and "tax" a little there, would have 
to be replaced by a single standard 
exchange-rate, valid for all pur- 
poses. 

That will be possible one day, and 
Israel, like many other countries In a 
similaf' situation, Is moving In the 
requisite direction. It will even be 


BUT THIS IS risky, and a grave 
breach of the law. Ducking the pay- 
ment of indirect taxes fs a more pop- 
uisu* activity. Buying clothes abroad, 
for example, is more convenient 
than ordering the particular suit or 
dress by mail, with all the attendant 
complfcatluns; It is also cheaper. 
Ibe customs officer in Lod will not 
quarrel with the returning traveller 
over a few by now part-used gar- 
ments or other personal items. 

There Is consequently always 
some advantage in possessing a 
small nest-e^ somewhere outMe 
Israel, if only for a bit of pocket- 
money In time of need. The 
authorities claim that foreign ex- 
change is available for every 
legitimate purpose. But officisd con- 
trols have jnade It rather scarce, 
rather inconvenient to get hold of — 
and also rather expensive to acquire. 

Thus Israelis are officially, 
authorised to secure the wherewithal 
even for such a way-out pbjeetive as 
purchasing foreign securities. Tbe 
trouble is. they have to .pay a 
premium. The premium or Natad 
dollar was priced at IUi.62 last 
Tuesday. The blaek-mai^eC dollar 
was 1L10.79 on that day. which is less 
— and tempting.
